study if it does not assure to us at 
least three things—salvation and the 


| ussurances of it, a daily life to glorify 


God, a consuming desire to give the 
gospel to all that Jesus may come 
again and set up His kingdom. If we 
take the beginning and end of, this 
epistle we learn tnat the Lord Jesus 
Christ gave Himself for our sins that, 
He might deliver us from this present 
evil world; that in the power of His 
cross, we being crucified to the word 
and the world to us, we might live as- 
new creatures) (i, 4; vi, 14, 15). 

The epistie then covers specially the 
second of the three things just men- 
tiohed, the daily life to God’s glory 
(i; 24). It must be the Son of God re- 
vealed to us, not I, but Christ living 
in me, and never weary in well doing 
Tnis life will not 
be manifest unless we are clear upon 


{the first topic above mentioned, the 


assurance of our salvation, wholly 
upon the ground of Christ’s having 
been made a curse for us and that we 
by faith in Him are considered as hav- 


ing been crucified with Him and thus _ 
rede 


emed from the curse of the law. 

In Romans we learn that we have no 
righteousness, in I Corinthians that 
we have no wisdom and.in II Corin- 
thians that we have no strength, but 
that in Christ and in Him) alone we 
‘have all three, righteousness, wisdon» 
}and strength, and all wholly of grace, 
| without any desert on our part or by 
lany works of ours whatever. Now, 
{these Galationg were being taught b 
‘false teachers that grace was not suf- 
ficient, but that there must be a _cer- 
\tain keeping of the law. And Paul 
‘tells them that this is not the gospes 
which he preached to them, but an- 
other gospel, a perversion of the gos- 
pel of Christ, and that those who give 
-heed to it are fallen from grace; not 
‘lost, but losing the joy of that salva- 
tion which is wholly of grace (i, 6-9; 

In Christ not only is there deliver- 
ance from the curse of the law, but a 
freedom in His service which is im- 
possible to those who are working for 
salvation instead of working because 
they have salvation as the free gift of 
Gods Ob, how great is the love of 
Him who gave Himself for our sins! 
We should meditate upon ‘it and upon 
Him until we are consumed by it and 
by it constrained to live wholly for

SCOTLAND YARD. 


Its Council of Sleuths ts a Thing 
Dreaded by Evil-Doers. 


In the great, rather grim, red-brick 
building which, like a medieval fort- 
ress, dominates the Thames, within 
a stone's throw of the Houses of Par- 
liament, there is a lInrge, barely-fur- 
nished room, which holds more 
secreta than | any other in London, 
with the ppssible exception of the 
the room of Cabinet mysteries. It is 
the nerve centre.of-England’s great 
and complex detective system, which 
controjs the current® radiating all the 
world over for the discovery of crime; 
and it is in this secret chamber that 
the mysterious Council of Seven hold 
their meetings to unravel the tangled 
skeins of tragedy. 

If walls could speak, the walls of 
this room could unfold stories of ro- 
mance, tragedy, and mystery such as 
would drive the writers of fiction to 
despair; for there is no form of crime 
which has not been dissected and 
laid bare there in all its complex and 
naked hideousness. But walls are 
dumb; and so are the members of 
this secret Council, who recognize 
that silence is one of their most pow: 
erful weapons. 

This Council has not long been in 
existence; in fact, it 18 practically un- 
known to the outside world. It is 
only a short time since it occurred 
to the authorities of New Scotland 
Yard that, in place of casual confer- 
ences between detectives engaged in 
the solution of some problem of 
crime, it would be well to appoint a 
body of their cleverest detectives— 
men of acute and astute brains, with 
long experience of crime and crimin- 
als—to combine their efforts in solv- 
ing the principal mysteries; and, as 
might be expected, the pldn has 
worked admirably. 

The greatest care has naturally 
been taken in choosing men for, this 
responsible work. It was important 
that the Council should, as far as 
possible, cover the whole ‘range of 
crime The detective who has special. 
ized in murder or burglary may know 
little of, say, coiners and begging- 
letter imposters; and thus the lead. 
ing expert in each of the principal 
branches of crime was chosen—men 
who know practically all that is to be 
known about their own branch and 
its professors, and whose names even 
are a terror to evil-doers the whole 
world over. 

But let us see how this Council 
works. Suppose that a mysterious 
murder has taken place in London 
Within a few minutes after it has 
been reported to the nearest police 
station the detective-inspector and 
his assistants ure on the spot making 
investigations, Meanwhile the news 
has been flashed to New Scotland 
Yard; and almost before the local 
men have well commenced their in- 
quiries a member of the Council— 
the man whose special province it is

If the problem is a fairly simplr 
one, as it often is, and the murderes 


is speedily run to earth, the services | 
of the Council are naturally not re- | 


quired. But if there is no sufficient

All the available evidence is placed 
before it and thoroughly sifted, de-

How energetically and_thor- 
oughly the Council does its work has 
been shown in the recent Crippen 
case, in which a closely-meshed net 
wus in a few days thrown round the 
world for the capture of the criminal.
